FATE’S VICTIMS. 


Sudden Giving Way of the 
Walls of Madison Square 
Carden, New York. 


The Building at the Time Filled 
with Attendants upon a 
Fair. : 
Four Persons Known to Be Killed, 
and Quite a Number 
: Injured. 


The Town of Hull, Near Ot- 
tawa, Can., Devastated 
by Fire. ‘ 


Eight Hundred Houses Burned 
and 4,000 People Ren- 
dered Homeless. 


Further Details of the Devasta- 
tion Caused by Sunday’s 
Storm.

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN. 
A FEARFUL ACCIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April:21.—A shameful and ter- 
rible accident occurred -to-night at 9:15 
o’clock at the Madison Square Garden, 
where the Hahnemann Hospital Fair was in 
progress. One hundred feet of the second 
story, fronting on Madison avenue and in- 
cluding the tower at the northwestern cor- 
ner, fell into the street, carrying away the 
art gallery, the dancing-room, and part ofthe 
restaurant. The masonry fell on about 


| dancing-room, and killed three persons, one 

of whom was hurled into the street. Ten or 
twelve persons were more or less severely 
injured. The killed are: 

Mrs. W. A. Ogden Hegemann, of No. 9 
West Thirty-first street, Maria Connolly, her 
maid, and Miss Annie Willets. 

Mr. W. A. Tileston was so badly injured 
that his recovery is not hoped for., 

Two hacks, which were standing in front 
of the building, were crushed to splinters, and 
the horses were killed. 

About 9 o’clock Mr. Story, who had charge 
of the art gallery, the north room on the 
balcony, Detective James M. Tilley, and Will- 
iam S. Brazier, the watchman in the art 
gallery, noticed that pieces of plaster from 
the ceiling fell frequently. There were 
also ominous cracking noises. Mr. 
Story did not think there was im- 
mediate danger, but consulted with De- 
tective Tilley. It was agreed it would be 
prudent to tell the persons who were in the 
art gallery that the atmosphere was so heat- 
ed it was injurious to the pictures, and the 
gas would be put out. 

Brazier was sent to the closet adjoining the 
Punch-and-Judy room, on the ground floor, 
with instructions to turn off the gas slowly 
and at intervals, so as not to create alarm. 
On the balcony south of the art gallery, and 
almost immediately above the Madison ave- 
nue entrance, „ 

A GAY PARTY / 

of forty couples were enjoying themselves in 
Mrs. Dr. Helmuth’s dancing-hall. A piano- 
forte was playing a lively waltz, and among 
the dancers were persons well known in 
New York society. By some oversight they 
were not informed that there were indica- 
tions of impending accident in the art gal- 
lery. 

In the garden proper about 2,000 persons 
were about various stalls of athe Hahnemann 
Fair. 


he turned it down a littie, then ran through 
a crowd of delighted children watching 
the Punch and Judy show to see if the 
people in the gallery were coming out, Then 
he went back to the gas-cock, and turned the 
gas down more, going back to see if the gal- 
lery had been cleared. Meanwhile Detective 
Tilley had gone into the Art Gallery. He 
told those there the gas hurt the pictures, 


and 
BEGGED THEM TO GO OUT, 

as lights were to be extinguished. Just then 
Brazier began to turn the gas out, and a few 
persons sauntered out of the door leading on 
to the balcony. Seven or eight ladies and 
gentlemen were admiring the large picture 
at the north end of. the gallery, and did 


#’not appear to mind the diminished light. 


Tilley went up to them, and hastily re- 
quested them to leave. Just then Brazier 
turned the gas for the third time, until there 
was but a faint glimmer, and the persons 
asked to leave the gallery started out 
quickly, Tilley followed behind them 
When within ten feet of the door a piece of 
plaster from the ceiling about eighteen inches 
wide and several feet long fell on the floor. 
Tilley thought a picture had fallen, and 
TURNED TO PICK IT UP. 

He saw what had fallen, at that moment 
heard a frightful erackl dige all around 
him. The ceiling open and then 
to slide toward the avende, while the west 
wall tottered, gaped, and fell outward. Til 
ley sprang for the door of the gallery, and 
reached the balcony covered with dust and 
slightly bruised. 

The danger was not appreciated in Hel- 
muth’s dancing-hall until a few seconds be- 
fore the second floor and peaked roof with 


twenty persons who were escaping from the 


Brazier turned off the gas as directed. First 


and the sky and stars appeared. 
Pom three-quarters of the people 

in the dancing hall rushed to the balcony be- 
for the final crash came, when there were 
from twenty to twenty-five persons in it. 
Those who had found safety on the bal- 
cony were and some 
of them closed. the door of the 
danemg ball. Mr. Demott, knee 
deep in rubbish, forced this door, and 
dragged out his fianceé, Miss Camblas, who 


| was bruised and cut but not seriously in- 


jured. Mr. Demott carried her down stairs, 
left her with friends and returned to see 
what he could do to help those less fortunate 
than himself. 

At the time of the crash there were left in 
the dining-hall besides Mr. Demott and Pen- 
tingale, W. B. Oliver, Mrs. W. A. Hegeman, 
No. 9 West Thirty-first street, Messrs. Leon- 
ard and H. R. Dater, Miss Ayers, Miss Dart, 
Governeur Morris, Jr., Miss Flora Elisworth, 
Miss Lyon, John Wilson. Mrs. W. B. Skid- 
more, Jr., and family, and W. A. Tilston, 
formerly of the Forest and Stream, Superin- 
tendent of the Westminster Kennel Club 
Bench Show, and a number of the Club and 
others whose names cannot be ascertained. 

The moment the crash occurred 
THE MUSICIANS FLED FROM THEIR PLACES 
in the gallery, upon which the picture-room, 
dancing-room, and restaurant open. Some 
person in the assemblage on the main floor 
cried “ Fire!” and persons in the restaurant 
began to rush wildly for the stairs. 
The immense throng on the main 
floor surged towards the Madison 
avenue exit, over which bricks, plaster, and 
timbers were still falling. A terrible crush 
occurred in the vestibule, and it seemed like- 
ly a terrible panie was going to take place, 
and that persons would be crushed to death. 
At this supreme momenta young man named 
Montgomery, forgetting all danger, rushed to 
the music-stand and picked up a pair of 
cymbals. He struck these together until 
their crash resounded to the further end of 
the garden. At the same time he cried out 
there wasno danger, and called upon the 
excited people to go back from the vestibule. 
Several other gentlemen took up the cry of 
“no danger,” and 

THE CROWD BEGAN TO FALL BACK 
toward the middle of the garden. The door- 
keeper and several others who had been 
urging the people to keep back 
from the exit took advantage of 
the temporary lull in the excitement to 
close the doors, thus pressing the people 
nearest to it back upon those under the gal- 
lery. Some ran to get out through the Fourth 
avenue exit. A few got out through a small 
passage used by persons employed in the 
garden. The remainder stayed patient- 
ly near the dig doors closing the 
main exit, waiting for them to be opened. 
The janitor could not be found at once, and 
it was fifteen or twenty minutes after the 
walls fell when the crowd got free exit to 
Fourth avenue. Meantime the fear of the 
musicians had been allayed, and they were 

INDUCED TO PLAY “ YANKEE DOODLE.” 
The music stilled the crowd, and they left 
the building in comparatively good order. 

Amid the rubbish which covered the side- 
walk from the main doors on Madison ave- 
nue north to the corner of the street, the 
piles of brick, broken beams, lath, window- 
frames and mortar, fragments of two hacks, 
and dead bodies of two horses, the firemen 
and policemen 

BEGAN THE SEARCH. 
By the light of. lanterns they commenced 
to throw off the bricks from the sidewalk on 
to the edge of the roadway. Ambulances 
were in waiting, close as they could pack in 
the roadway. A fire engine was there, and 
other department relics, but it was almost 
thirty minutes before the sappers came 
with picks and shovels. An excited yet 
orderly crowd closed each end of the block 
kept back by crowds of policemen, but many 
persons whose business called them inside 
the lines were there, and there was quite a 
crowd mixed in with vehicles and on the 
west sidewalk. - Of the two hacks 
the one nearest the main entrance lay 
smashed utterly. Michael Kelly was the 
driver, and had narrow escape, being struck 
on the side and arm by therubbish. He 
stated positively that the driver of the 
other hack, which lay smashed to 


pieces and with the dead horse still 


in the broken shafts, was not on his box at 
the time of the accident. It was near the 
first hack the firemen began their search for 
bodies under the rubbish. A sudden ex- 
clamation from three or four firemen throw- 
ing off the bricks and timber gave note that 


SOMETHING HAD BEEN FOUND. 

There was a sudden rush toward the spot, 
and a scrambling over the piles of rubbish. 
„Keep back! keep back!’ shouted the 
policemen. “Bring a stretcher and 
back up that ambulance.” More 
men with lanterns gathered on the 
spot. The rubbish was . quickly re- 
moved, and the body of a woman lay ex- 
posed, dreadfully crushed and bloody. 
Strangely enough, the head and face seemed 
to have escaped. It was 

THAT OF A BEAUTIFUL WOMAN, 
apparently about 25 years of age, with 
abundant black hair. Blood and dust dis- 
colored the features a little, but not enough 
to disfigure them. The form, crushed almost 
out of semblance to humanity, 
quickly placed in the ambulance. This was 
at ten minutes to 10, and it was the first body 
discovered after the removal of Mrs. Hege- 
man. The search was continued, and, 
as the sappers had now come upon 
the scene, the work of clearing the sidewalk 
went on with comparative rapidity. Noth- 
ing was found, however, for an hour, and 
the spectators began to hope the worst was 
known. When in front of the entrance- 
doors, there came another exclama. 
tion. Another body was discovered. 
The continued search did not disclose 
any victims beyond these three. Mrs. Hege- 
man was breathing when taken from the 
debris, but died on the way to the hospital. 
Her husband reached the hospital imme- 
diately after the arrival of her body. Mr. 
Tileston suffered a fracture of both legs, of 
the right3 thigh, and left arm. He is very 
low, and no hope is entertained of his 
recovery.

DEARBORN STREET. 

The jury in the ease of H. M. Shepard, use of 
C. C. Copeland, vs. The City of Chicago, before 
Judge Rogers yesterday, rendered a verdict for 
$35,982 in favor of the plaintiff. This was a suit 
to recover the value of some property between 
Jackson and Van Buren on Dearborn street, if 
it were opened.

The sum of $2,828 has since been 
paid on this amount, and Shepard sued for the 
remainder. The main question was as to 
whether the city had actually taken such posses- 
sion as rendered it liable for the value of the 
property. This was a question of fact, and the 
jury found in the affirmative. 

It will be remembered thet the Council, after

At the same time 
it passed another ordinance for a new con- 
demnation of the property for the opening of 
the street. The Mayor vetoed both of these 
ordinances, but the Council passed them 
over the veto. 

Several suits were brought against the 
city to recover awards of damages under the 
judgment on the original condemnation, on 
the ground that the city, having failed 
to collect the special assessments with- 
in a reasonable time, and having by 
ordinance directed the discontinuance 
of those colleeti and having prac- 
tically taken po ion of the property, 
was liable to the original owners of the prop- 
erty taken to the amount of their judgments. 
The case of Shepard against the city was the 
first of these cases heard and tried, and the 
verdict, sustained by the rulings of the 
Court, was for $35,900, being the amount 
claimed less certain credits, with interest 
from the date of instituting the suit. This is 
the first legal response to the stupid action of 
the City Council. Except that portion of the 
business which, as we have stated, was set- 
tled early by an exchange of certificates of 
damages and benefits, the remainder is still 
in doubt. This decision and verdict, if sus- 
talned by the Supreme Court, will settle that 
the City of Chicago has become liable for about 
$1,000,000 damages for opening Dearborn 
street. That is the final outcome of seven 
years’ tribulation. It is a result forced upon 
the city by the action of the City Council re- 
pealing the original condemnation ordinance, 
under which the city had made partial col- 
lections, and had assumed possessory and 
proprietary rights. That repealing ordinance 
has transferred to the city a debt of a million 
of dollars, originally chargeable upon the 
property of private Individuals. 

The possibility of the city ever recovering 
any of this money from the assessed parties is 
a question of the future. How far the city 
has abandoned its lien or the right of recov- 
ery is a matter to be decided hereafter by the 


Courts. 
A portion of this property is embraced in 


the right-of-way lately ceded, or proposed to 
be ceded, to the Western Indiana Railway 
Company. It is proper perhaps before the 
City Council grant this valuable franchise 
that the city should see that in all transfers of 
property the Railroad Company should re- 
lease the City of Chicago from any liability 
(should there be any) and should pay to the 
city all assessments, if there be any, due on 
any of the property purchased by this Com- 
pany, on account of the opening of Dearborn 
street. Nowis the time to guard against 
anything of this kind, and in consideration 
of the immense value of the franchise the 
Railroad Company will have no hesitation in 
relieving and protecting the city from any in- 
debtedness on this account.

for light, and at $4.00@4.55 for heavy. Cattle 
were active and firmer. Sales at $2.25@5.00.__— 

The demand for dry goods continues quite up 
to all reasonable expectations, being in excess of 
past seasons ata corresponding period. Prices 
remain steady and firm. There was a fair 
movement in staple and fancy ries. Sugars 
and coffees, however, were lower, declining 4c 
and Mc, respectively. Boots and shoes were in 
good request at about steady figures. Millinery 
and straw goods continue active. There wasa 
further shrinkage in prices of butter. The best 
creamery was not wanted at even One, While 
choice dairy was offered at 2@2c. Cheese was 
stronger under lighter offerings and firmer 
Eastern advices. In the dried fruit and canned 
goods markets there were no important changes. 
Fish remained dull as previously quoted. Oils 
were unchanged. Pig-iron was quoted as before, 
being dull and nominal. Coal was in light de- 
mand and unchanged. 

At the lumber yards trade continues fair. 
The price list was changed yesterday at the 
meeting of yard dealers, the figures for com- 
mon grades being lowered 50c@8$§1.00 per 1,000 
feet. The decline virtually occurred some time 
ago. Cargoes were few in number and slow of 
sale. Dealers do not seem to care much about 
adding to their stocks till after the first of the 
month. The wool market was quiet and easy. 
Seeds were also quiet and not quotably changed 
except clover, and some of the late kinds were 
called firmer. The bay market was firmer, the 
demand being good with meagre offerings. 
Hides and broom-corn were steady. The street 
was lightly supplied with poultry, and local buy- 
ers were bidding better prices early for good 
fresh stock, but chiekens closed lower.

It is believed by some that Keene now owns 
the situation in wheat in this city, haying con- 
trol of all the spot wheat here and in Milwaukee, 
with a great dealof what some people call 
“the wiud.““ The veracious chronicle runs to 
the effect that he has secured about 15,000,000 
bu for May. a great deal of it having been 
bought between $1.06% and $1.15,—perhaps all of 
it,—and that it will soon be in order to put on the 
screws. It is stated that full confidence is felt 
in the situation, as European buyers will soon 
have exhausted the stocks of winter wheat. and be 
obliged to fall back on the spring-sown crop, 
when American speculators will rush in with a 
big demand and send prices kiting upward. It 
is urged in support of this view that stocks are 
small, except in Chicago and Milwaukee, and of 
oourse these will soon be exhausted when, like 
Birnam wood, they once begin to move. Of 
course this is only a mere guess, and the state- 
ment of the same does not prove it to be either 
true or false.

LINCOLN PARK. 


WHERE GHALL IT GET ITS WATER? 

What shali we do about a supply of water? is a 
question with which the Lincolk Park Commis- 
sioners are struggling. They now get the fluid 
from both Lake View and the city, but require 
such a large quantity for park purposes that the 
item of expense is in their opinion too large, and 
they desire to reduce it if, possible. So they re- 
ferred the matter of supply to ex-City-Engineer 
Chesbrough for suggestions as toa pian, esti- 
mates of the cost, etc. 

Mr. Chesbrough, who bas had the subject un- 
der consideration for two months, has sent in a 
preliminary report, of which the following is an 
abstract, he assuming that the Board propose to 
erect works of their own: 

According to the information received from 
Secretary Taylor. there was required a supply 
of water dur six months of the year aver- 
aging 500.000 gallons daily. It, instead of 18% 
days, or half a year, allowance were made for 
wet and cold weather, when very little water 
would be used, and the time were called 1% 
days, the amount uired during the season 
would be 62,500,000 galions, which, at eight cents 
per thousand, the est rate charged by the 
city, would cost $5,000. Preliminary examina- 
tions and estimates had been made for works 
capable of supplying 000,000 ons in 
twenty-four hours, taking water 

rom the lake where the depth is. ten 
ing-engines, 
lers. building, weil, and in pe sufficient 
to supply the above-mentioned quantity. Un- 
der a low head the engines could safely be made 
to deliver 3,000,000 jons in twenty-four hours 
into the — e probable cost would be 
$25,000, including 000 for contingencies. 
Nothing, however, was included for water pipes 
from the pumping engine to different parts of 
the park. These could be put in as needed, and 
would cost less under the proposed system than 


providing machinery for it would be very small 
com d with its advantages, such as increas- 
ing r' of the pi to deliver on the 
grounds, and the supply of fountains wherever 
they might be established. * 
THE PROBABLE ANNUAL COST 

of such works would be as follows: Interest at 
6 per cent on $25,000, $1,500; fuel, $900; engineer 
and helper, $750; oil, waste, and repairs, $350; 
depreciation, $750. Total, It was possi- 
ble that the Commissioners might obtain money 
at a lower rate of interest. At the present prices 
for coal the item for fuel was hi At first the 
allowance for depreciation would not be needed, 
but as in the long run it could not be avoided, 
something should be included for it in the esti- 


mate. 

The advantages of 8 works would 
be a greatly increased supply, more than ten 
times the present one; power to replace 
stagnant water in the nds with fresh water 
from the lake, and 12 supply for hand- 
some fountains on holidays or other desirabie 


ons. 

It would still be necessary to have the ability 
to obtain some water from the city, especially 
in winter, and in case of accident to the works, 
or else provide a cheap auxiliary engine. 

He should continue to seek for reductions of 
the above given estimate, if possible, and for 
advantageous improvements in the plan pro- 


The Board will endeavor to get water from 
the city and Lake View at à little above cost (two 
or three cents a gallon), if possible. Should 
they succeed, the works will, perhaps, not be 
erected; otherwise they will act in. accordance 
with the suggestions of Mr. Chesbrough, who 
states the advantages of an exclusive supply.

The Testimony for the Government 

Nearly All In—Arguing Law Points. 

The third day's proceedings in thé Greene- 
baum trial opened yesterday morning with 

A. M. DAY, 
formerly Vice-President of the German Na- 
tional, again on the stand. 

Gen. Leake,on the recross, tried to jog the 
witness’ memory on the subject of the $6,000 
draft which he thought he had drawn while in 
New York, but did not make much headway. 

The witness was then examined in reference 
to the two $7,500 drafts which were returned and 
charged to Henry Greenebaum & Co., and on 
which,as he bad testified the previous day, 
Greenebaum Bros. & Co. had subsequently re- 
mitted $10,000, 


claim made by the bank through Day against 
the estate of Sarah Greenebaum for the indebt- 
edness of Micha@l, as agent, for the purpose of 
showing an additional indebtedness to the bank.
